It  is  the  policy  of  this  Branch  to  cooperate 
with  all  Government  organizations  in  every  way  possible,  but  there  are  limits  to 
the  extent  we  can  assist  them,    A  great  deal  of  information  of  a  confidential  nature 
comes  into  our  possession  by  the  very  nature  of  our  vrork,  and  utmost  caution  must 
be  exercised  In  furnishing  information  not  to  divulge  information  which  would  re- 
veal pertinent  facts  with  respect  to  some  particular  firm's  business.    Many  of  the 
requests  can  doubtless  be  handled  without  difficulty,  but  in  the  event  inquiries 
are  made  for  specific  information  in  connection  with  transactions  of  a  particular 
firm's  business f  such  requests  should  be  forwarded  to  Washington  for  instructions*

3irer,  appear  on  the  Certificate  of  Deposit  in  each  case.     It  can  only  be  omitted  on 
the  Schedules  of  Collections,     Please  follow  these  instructions  closely. 
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ITIMBERniG  OF_S_CI^DUI£S 

Despite  the  fact  that  it  is  pemissable  to  include  collections  covered  by  more 
than  one  fund  symbol  under  the  Trust  ^uridj  a  separate  field  schedule  number,  must 
be  shown  to  apply  to  each  fund  symbol  used.  -Insofar  as  deposits  of  funds  collected 
in  connection  with  activities  with  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch  are  concerned, 
the  only  ones  that  can  be  combined  are  under  the  Trust  Funds  and,  therefore,  this 
would  not  in  any  way  affect  the  handling  of  collections  under  the  Miscellaneous 
Receipts  or  the  Appropriation  Account.

PROCESSED  PRODUCTS  STANDARDIZATION  AND  INSPECTION  DIVISION 

NOTES  *    -  '  ' 

Since  October  15,  19hU»  our  young women  inspectors  throughout  ther-country  have 
presented  12  demonstrations  of  processed  foods  inspection  and  standardization. 
These  demonstrations  have  been  attended  by  693  persons,  including  homemakers,  con- 
sumer specialists,  home  economics  teachers,  home  economics  extension  specialists, 
hospital  purchasing  agents,  home  economics  college  students,  and  members  of  the 
American  Association  of  University  Women. 

The  far-reaching  effect  of  these  demonstrations  is  evidenced  by  '^follow-up" 
reports  .of  Miss  Ela  KinseyTs  presentation,  "Food  Fit  for  G.I.  Joe",  given  on 
October  16,  1944*  ?or  the  Organized  Housewives  of  Syracuse,  New  York.    Mrs.  James 
R.  'Til  son,  a  Board  Member  of  the  Organized  Housewives,  who  arranged  for  Miss 
Kinsey's  demonstration,  is  the  author  of  a  very-  interesting  article,  "Home-Econo- 
mist Homemaker  Plus",  in  the  January,  19*4-5  issue  of  the  Journal  of  Home  Economics. 
In  the  article,  Mrs.  Wilson  mentions  the  "Food  Fit  for  GTlT  Jo"e"~~ dem"onstra"tion~and 
states  that  adequate  labeling  of  consumer  goods  is  a  platform  of  the  Organized 
Housewives  19^5  campaign.  :"~

Applications  for  license  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act 
are  often  secured  and  sent  in  by  food  products  inspectors.-    This  cooperation  Is 
appreciated.     Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  we  now  require,  the  signatures 
of  all  partners,  except  those  in  the  Armed  Forces,  when  the  applicants  are  partner* 
ships,  unless  satisfactory  explanation  is  given  why  the  signatures  cannot  be  pro- 
cured.    Therefore,,  when  application  blanks  are  furnished  they  should  be  revised  by 
changing  the  line  preceding  the  signature  or  signatures  to  read:  •  "Application  must 
be  signed  by  owner,  all  partners,  or  corporate  officer."     The  attention  of  appli- 
cants should  also  be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  blank  spaces  are  to  be  filled  in 
on  both  sides  of  the  sheet**    "hen  applications  are  received  they  should  be  examined 
to  see  that j  in  the  case  of  partnerships,  all  partners  have  appended  their  signa- 
tures, also  that  the  full  names  and  home  addresses  of  owners,  partners  or  officers 
are  given  on  the  first  page,  and.  that  the  length  of  time  during  which  the  appli- 
cant has  been  in  business  subject  to  license  is  shown,.    If  practicable,  arrearage 
fees  at  the  rate  of  85  1/3  cents  a  month  or  fraction  thereof  from  the  time  when 
the  applicant  became  subject    to  license  to  the  date  of  filing  the  application 
should  be  'included  in  the  remittance  by  adding  the  arrearage  to    the  $10,00  license 
fee.

Car lot  shipments  of  spinach  almost-  entirely  from  Texas,  increased  from  2z+0 
and  119  cars  during  the  last  two  weeks-  in  December,  to-  388  and  3 81;  cars  during  the 
first  two  weeks  in  January.  .As-  a  result,  Texas  f».o.b.     prices  declined  sharply 
-sind  averaged  78  and  80  cents-  respectively    for:  the  first  and  second  weeks  of 
January  with'  some  sales  as  low  as  65  cents  per  bushel*     Requests  were  received  to 
make  surplus  purchases  and,  in  order  to, obtain  authorization  to  make  such  purchases 
as  would  be  necessary  during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year,  an  amendment  to 
program- L-8lj.-a  extending  the  purchase  period  for  spina ch  from  January  1  to  June  J>0S 
1945  W£xs  prepared  and  it  is  -now  -in  the  process  of  obtaining  approval  from  the 
Administrator.  -  -      ...       .:.  . 

The  winter  (Texas)  fresh  market  crop  is  estimated  at  62,226  tons .  or  10f0  below 
last  year  and  J>f0  below  average.     The  acreage  of  spinach  for  canning  (Texas  and 
California')  is  estimated  at  16,3^0  a-ores  or  7%  below  lyLJu  and  average.   .While  this 
acreage  and" production  data  indicates  below-normal  supplies  of  spinach  for  the 
fresh  market  as  well  as  for  canning,  it  appears  that  demand  for  spinach  .has  not 
kept  up  with  the  wartime  demand  of  other  vegetables.     Some  of  the  factors  contri- 
buting to  the- light  demand  for  spinach  are  (i)  reluctance  of  canners  to. operate  on 
this  vegetable  as  extensively  as  in  l^kh  (2)  competition  from  frozen  spinach  (3) 
5-abor  situation  which  makes  many  people,   including  those  in- restaurants  and  hotels, 
reluctant  to  take  the  time  to  .wash  and  clean  fresh  spinach  (1+)  recent  adverse  publi- 
city regarding  the  presence  of  oxalic  acid  in  spinacfti  and  the  alleged  harmful  effect 
of  this  acid  to  the  body.

One  of  the  requirements  for  Canadian  Certified  Seed  potatoes  is  that  not  more 
than  2  percent  of  the  tubers  are  malformed,  spindly,  or  badly  damaged  by  sunburn, 
cuts,  cracks,  bruises,  insects,  etc.  T7e  arc  informed  by  the  Canadian  authorities 
that  the  term  "badly  damaged"  means:  ttijQy  waste  of  the  tuber  from  the  causes  men- 
tioned which-would  affect  the  tuber  for  seed  purposes.  For  instance,  more  injury 
might  be  allowed  than  would  be  the  case  of  table  stock  where  appearance  is  a  factor* 
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We  believe  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  secure  uniform  interpretation  as  to  what 
is  meant  by  the  term  "badly  damaged."     Therefore,  inspectors  should  not  make.grade 
inspections  on  the  basis  of  requirements  for  Canadian  .Certified  Seed  potatoes.  How 
ever,   inspections  may  be  made  for  size,  condition,  on  the  basis  of  Canada  IIo.  1 
table  stock  grade,  or  U.  S.  Hq,  1  grade.     Following  are  the  Canadian  size  require- 
ments for  Certified  Seed} 

''Not  more  than  5  per  cent  by  weight  qf  the  tubers  shall  be  below 
three,  ounces  .  or  above  _  twelve  ounces  in  the  Certified  grade. 

In  the  'Small*  grade,  not  more  than  3  po**  cent  by  weight  of  the 
tubers  shall  be  below  one  and  one-half  ounces  or  above  three  ounces.. 

Tubers-over  twelve  ounces  or  below  one  and  one-half  ounces  may  be 
certified  if  the  purchases  specifies  these  special  sizes,  end 
'provides  a  written  statement  that  the  seed  potatoes  will  not  be 
resold." 

If  market  inspectors  are  called  upon  for  further  information  regarding  detaile 
requirements-  of  this  grade,  it  can  be  secured  from  the  Washington  office.

IThile  the^form  is  designed  for  monthly  use,   it  is, desired  that  all  offices 
prepare  one  consolidated  report  on  this  form  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  19^4-3  to 
June  30>  19^-i-,  also  one  consolidated  report  for  the  first  six  months  of  this  fiscal 
year  from  July  I,  19-^4-  to  December  ^>1)  19^4  inclusive.     These  two  consolidated  re- 
ports will  take  considerable  time  but  each  office  should  send  them  in  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Starting  with  January  I,  19^4-5*  CMS- 110  should  be  prepared  monthly,  as  soon  r

U.^S^  APPLE  £30P_AS  OF_J^IIJi^_l,  1_9U5_ 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples,  as-  of  January  1,  19h5s  were  32,6Ij.9,000 
bushels.     These  holdings  are  record  end  compare  with  January  1  holdings  of 
20,8311,000  bushels  in  191+1+ ;  30,377,000  bushels  in  191+3;  and  26,2+06,000  bushels 
for  the  five-year  average,  I9I+O-I4I+. 

The  net-out  movement  of  storage  apples  during  December,  19^4+j   only  2,302,000 
bushels,  is  the  lightest  movement  on  record  for  December  end  compares,  with  the 
December  movement  of  li,  61+1, 000  bushels  in  191+3;  5,18!+, 000  bushels  in  191+2;  and 
5,1+57,000  bushels  in  19l+l«     Shipments  from  the  Northwest  have  been  heavy  but  the 
movement  out.  of  storage  has  been  light,  indicating  that  apples  have  been  moving 
into  storage  or  have  been  moving  from  common  storage  in  the  west.     It  is  reported 
that  only  small  quantities  of  apples  are  moving  out  of  Eastern  and  Midwestern 
storages  and  that  much  of  the  stock  in  storage  if  of  low  quality  and  small  sizes, . 
which  indicates  that  growers  may  experience  sr>me  marketing  troubles  within  the 
next  three  months. 

AP^_SET-AS  IDE_0RDER 

To  assure  that  adequate  supplies  of  Northwest  apples  will  be  available  for 
military  and  war  service  requirements,  ITar  Food  Order  121  was  issued,  effective 
January  16,  191+5.    This  order  prohibits  any  person  from  shipping,  selling  or  de- 
livering, except  to  a  governmental  agency,  any  fresh  apples  of  the  'Ainesap,  Newtowi 
and  Delicious  (except  Golden  Delicious)  varieties,  grown  in  V/ashington  or  Oregon 
and  located  in  such  States.     The  required  volume  of  apples  will  be  obtained  from 
handlers  on  an  equitahle  basis,  and  quantities  not  needed  to  fill  war  requirements 
will  be  released  into  ciyilian  trade  channels. 
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PURCHi'*SE_OF  i^PLES_FOR_LE^-LE^SE  SHIBIENT_TO  'GEfif J!  BRTUJM 

Approximately  12.0  cars  of  apples  needed  to  complete  requisitions  for  Lend- 
Lease  shipment  to  Great  Britain  have  been  purchased  recently  in  the  Appalachian  area, 
These  purchases  were  necessary  because  some  of  the  growers  in  that  area  wore  unable 
to  deliver  apples  contracted  for  earlier,  and  to  replace  apples  offered  to  procure- 
ment, which  failed  to  mee^  export  standards i

I-  C.C.  Order  3^3,   originally  effective  from  January  7  "to  15,  19^5,  WCIS  GX~ 
tended  to  January  21#     For  the  first  week  of  its  duration  the  order  provided  that 
refrigerator  cars  would  be  placed  for  loading  in  the  States 'of  California,  Arizona, 
and  Texas  in  the  following  order:     (1)  Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables;   (2)  citrus; 
(3)  canned  goods;  and  (L\.)  beer,  v/ines,  and  other  beverages.     Issuance  of  the  order 
was  necessary  when  an  acute  car  shortage  developed  in  the.  ITest  and  Southwest  as  a 
result  of  congestion  in  middl ewe stern  areas,  where  severe  winter  weather  had  tied 
up  hundreds  of  cars. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  YiFA,  with  the  extension  of  the  effective  period  of 
the  order  to  January  21  citrus  was  rated  with  vegetables  and  other  fresh  fruits  in 
spotting  cars  for  shipment  from  January  15  to  21. 

Shipments  of  Gal  if ornia -Arizona  citrus  were  not  noticeably  reduced  as  a 
result  of  the  order.     In  Texas,  however,   shipments  of  vegetables  were  so  heavy  that 
shippers  of  citrus,  especially  oranges,  found  themselves  with  larger  supplies  of 
fruit  packed  and  unable  to  procure  cars. 

V^FA  T0_RE STRKJT  SALEA^  SHHMEiJT^  A_ND  DELI_VERY_OF  g'^]ED_CITRUS  ^.0ES_ 

Short  supplies  of  grapefruit  have  caused  distributors  to ' anticipate  an  equally 
short  pack  of  grapefruit  juice  and  blended  orange  and  grapefruit  juice.  Consequent- 
ly they  have  attempted  to  secure  early  delivery  of  orders,  resulting  in  pressure  on 
canners  to  fill  such  orders  immediately*     This  has  resulted  in  Army  buyers  being 
unable  to  purchase  their  proportionate  share  of  production  to  date. 

Upon  representations  by  the  Office  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  an  order  has 
been  drafted  which  will  require  canners  in  all  areas  to  limit  the  sale,  delivery, 
and  shipment  of  canned  grapefruit  juice  and  of  blended  juice  to  the  armed  forces.

CAR  SERVICE  ORDERS 

The  refrigerator  car  situation  is  becoming  increasingly  tight  in  the  various 
shipping  sections  of  the  country.    IThereas  in  past  years  car  shortages  have  been  a 
factor  only  rarely  and  then'  usually  only  on  a  temporary  basis,  numerous  shipping 
sections  are  now  confronted  with  shortage  of  cars  almost  constantly.     Several  fac- 
tors are  responsible  for  this,  principally  the  increased  consumption  of  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables,   shortage  of  labor  to -repair  and  service  refrigerator  cars,  increased 
congestion  in  Yards  and  at  Terminals,  and  the  greatly  increased  traffic  being 
handled  by  the  railroads.     In  order  to  properly  distribute  the  available  refrigera- 
tor car  supply,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  issued  their  Service  Order  95 
appointing  Mr.  17.  C.  Taylor  of  the  Refrigerator  Car  Section,  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Railroads,  Chicago,  as  their  Agent,  and  delegating  to  him  the  responsibility 
for  allocating,  the.  car  supply  to  the  various  shipping  areas  and  to  various  commodi- 
ties- en  occasion.    Most  present  orders  having  to  do  with  allocation  of  refrigerator 
cars,  shipment  embargoes,   etc.,  are  issued  by  him  and  are  generally  referred  to  by 
the  railroads,  and  #tra.dc  as  !,Taylor  I. C.C.  Orders'',     In  . the  strict  interpretation 
of  the  term  these  are  not  formal  I. C.C.  orders. 
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Tie  will  wire'  details  of  the  more  important  Taylor  I.C.C.  orders  when  they  are 
officially  released.    No  attempt  will  be  made,  however,  to  generally    wire  details 
on  minor  service  orders  which  may  affect  ©nly  a  small  area  or  a  relatively  few  indi- 
viduals, and  for  a  period  of  a  day  or  so. 

CERTIFICATION  Qffj^JlKBT  IIB^S_RSPO?iTS_ 

During  19Uh^  T2|9  separate  cert if i cat ions  were  obtained  for  market  news  reports. 
Theisre  represent  certifications  on  anywhere  from  a  single  copy  to  sets  of  reports  . 
3overing  a  period  of  several  weeks.      Since  certification  of  reports  is  seldom  ob- 
tained except  for  use  £n  courts,  this  gives  some  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  market 
news  reports  are  used  in  litigation.     No  record  is  maintained  of  the  number  of  un- 
certified reports  obtained  by  claim  agents  or  other  interested  parties,  either  in 
T.7ashington  olr  in  th«  field.    Tie  would  be  safe  in  assuming,  however,  that  several 
times  as  many  uncertified  reports  are  used  iii  the  settlement  of  claims  or  legal 
disputes.     The  revests  for*  certifications  increased  sharply  during  the  last  four 
months  of  l^Uh  and  are  steadily  increasing.    Most  of  these  cert ifi cat ions  are  being 
obtained  by  railroad  claim  divisions,  which  would  indicate  that  possibly  more  claim: 
are  being_  filed  now  than  was  the  case  during  the  first  year  or  two  of  the  war*
